Two 
guests at a nearby hotel, heard two 
shots in rapid succession.

them sprang from his bed and reach- 
ed the window in time to see a man 
running from the place where Gates' 
body was later found.

hotel visitor heard a third shot a 
few minutes later and it is feared 
this may have been the 
one that 


killed Blakeslee, although no trace 
of him has yet been found. 


Blakeslee's uniform

loaded shot gun shells in the pocket 
was found in the basement

clothing store, where he changed bis 
clothes each day after finishing his 
hours on duty. Two similar shells 
were found on the street near the 
scene of tbe shooting. Blakesiee and 
Gates had been political rivals and 
last fall Blakeslee defeated Gates for 
re-election .as marshal.
